The gold worshippers endeavor to 


create the impression that the Popu- 
lists particularly and the silver men 
generally are to blame for the present 
depression in business. They have re- 
ferred to the advocates of silver re- 
monetizatiori as "anarchists" and 
"calamity howlers" because they fore- 
told what the inevitable result of the 
demonetization of one-half the money 
metal of the world would be. They 
remind one of those who attributed 
the severe storms of last winter and 
the backward spring to Foster, because 
be predicted those occurrences, though 
he had no more to do with causing 
them than the silver men bad with 
bringing about the present financial 
etringencj. 


But the gold worshippers cannot dis- 


claim all responsibility for the present 
depressed condition of business. They 
have been for yearb proclaiming one- 
half the money of the country dishon- 
est. They invariably referred to the 
standard dollar as the 70-cent or 60-cent 
cart-wheel dollar, and asserted that 
there was no demand for such money. 
They endeavored to make the working- 
man believe that he was cheated out of 
one-third or one-half of his wages when 
paid m silver dollars, and did all in 
their power to prejudice the people 
against their iibe. Through the col- 
umns ol the metropolitan press they 
proclaimed day after day that the use 
of silver as money was repudiation and 
that the coinage of the metal must 
cease, as it was discreditable to so great 
a country aa the United States to give 
70-cent dollars a legal tender power of 
100 cente 


Thousands wore deceived by this gold 


tr^-st sophistry and withdrew their gold 
frwui circulation, fearing that if they 
continued to loan it or leave it on de- 
posit in banks they would be paid in 
depreciated money. In addition to 
this, nearly 0110 hundred millions in 
gold was sent to Europe to settle the 
balance of trade in that country against 
the United States and to pay interest 
on American securities held by Eu- 
ropeans. The fear caused by the gold- 
trust bugaboo, at a time when the 
amount of money per capita in circula- 
tion was not butticient for commercial 
purposes, cau&ed a sudden contraction 
of the volume of money, which has de- 
moralized trade, sout the prices of farm 
and other products to bedrock, caused 
hundreds of business suspensions and 
thrown hundreds ot thousands out of 
employment and created a panic un- 
paralled in the history of the country, 
all for the purpose of making gold, of 
which there is not sufficient to pay the 
interest, much less the principal, of 
the world's indebtedness, the sole 
standard of value. 


The contract lonists, not the free 


coinage advocates, are responsible for 
the present deplorable condition of the 
country. 
They are the individuals 


whosa howls against silver caused the 
" lack of confidence " to which the pres- 
ident alludes in his message and who, 
if they have their way in congress, will 
stop the purchase, as they have the 
coinage of silver, and issue bonds to 
increase the national debt without ad- 
ding a dollar to the circulation.

Governor McConnell of Idaho, in 


his opening address in the silver con- 
vention at Ketchura in that state last 
Monday said he is a Republican, but he 
wants it known that if the representa- 
tives of his party in congress do not 
vote for free coinage he will cut loose 
from the party, and the convention ap- 
planded the sentiment. 


The paramount issue of the day is 


the financial question. It overshad- 
ows the tariif and leaves it in such 
deep shade that neither protectionists 
nor reformers see it. 
The efforts of 


the goldbug ^Republicans in congress 
to bring it into the light by attributing 
the present financial crisis to it, are 
futile, as the people are being educated 
by hard times and know that the scarc- 
ity of money caused by the demone- 
tization of silver, not the fear that the 
duty on tin plate will be reduced, is 
the cause of the business depression. 


Sherman endorses the president's 


message and Lodge, the author of the 
force bill, joins with Gorman of Mary- 
land in advocating the repeal of the 
Sherman law, while Bowers of Califor- 
nia and Bland of Missouri cross party 
lines and pledge themselves to the 
party that favors free coinage. 


DBS MOIKES, August 16.—The Repub- 


lican state convention assembled this 
morning at 11 o'clock 


After considerable wrangling over 


business and a long wait on the com- 
mittee on resolutions, 1. D. Jackson of 
Des Moines was nominated for gov- 
ernor. 


The platform was adopted after a 


three-hour debate. 
After declaring 


that the present distress in financial 
and business circles is due to the Dem- 
ocratic party the platform declares that 
it is of prime importance to all Ameri- 
can people that a sound currency shall 
be maintained of uniform purchasing 
power, and favoring the maintaining of 
botii gold and silver as unlimited legal 
tender for the payment of debts. In 
doing this congress should provide that 
every dollar, whether of gold or silver 
or paper, shall be kept of equal value. 


Opposition to state bank money was 


expressed, also any re-establishment of 
that local shinplaster and wildcat cur- 
rency which proved so disastrous hi 
the past. 


Cheap and depreciated money of low 


purchasing power is denounced as an 
especial hardship upon the poor and 
all who receive wages. The adminis- 
tration of Benjamin Harrison is ap- 
proved, and the belief expressed that 
assaults made upon the system of pen- 
sions by this administration, because 
hi a few cases pensions were alleged to 
be fraudulently obtained, is a pretext 
to attack and destroy the whole system 
and is a menace to the honor of our 
brave and deserving national defend- 
ers. 


The platform declares that prohibi- 


tion is no test of Republicans, and 
rather dodges the question by relegat- 
ing the whole matter to the general 
assembly, expressing confidence in 
that body to enact satisfactory laws to 
suppress or govern the liquor traffic. 


Results of the Financial Stringency. 
CINCINNATI, August 17.—The Stand- 


ard Wagon Company, the largest of its 
kind in the United States, assigned 
this morning to J. Grant H. Burrows. 
Assets, $1,200,000; liabilities, $700.000. 


DUBUQTJE, August 17.—The First Na- 


tional bank, one of the oldest institu- 
tions in the city, with a capital of 
$200,000, suspended this morning. The 
last statement showed deposits of 
something over $520,890. The failure 
is due to withdrawals. 


PifrsBtTBG, August 17.—The Oliver 


Iron and Steel Company, one of the 
largest concerns in the country, went 
into the hands of a receiver to-day on 
the application of the National Tube 
Works Company of New Jersey and E. 
C. Converse of New York. The capital 
of the company is $1,600,000. The ap- 
parent indebtedness is $600,000 and the 
bonded indebtedness $635,000. H. W. 
Oliver was appointed receiver. The 
company has extensive plants in Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny and employs 4,000 
men. It is also largely interested in 
coke and natural gas. Its Bales aggre- 
gate $5,500,000 annually. 


Nebraska's Silver Champion, 


WASHINGTON, August, 17.—The finan- 


cial discussion in the boose took on a 
deeper interest than any occasion since 
the opening of the silver debate. Wm. 
J. Bryan, the eloquent young congress- 
man ot Nebraska, added greater laurels 
to his reputation as an orator and' 
made a free coinage speech which, in 
the opinion of many, surpassed the _ 
great tariff speech which gave his name j 
to fame two years ago. For nearly 
three hours Bryan held the interested 
attention of the house and galleries, 
and every interuption to which he was 
subject only gave opportunities for 
those brilliant bits of repartee for 
which he is so famous.

to New York yesterday from Europe. 


The House yesterday discussed the

of what benefit the Assaying depart- 
ment of the State University is to the 
people of the state. One of our citi- 
zens about the 1st of June, sent a sam- 
ple of ore to the University to be as- 
sayed and up to this time has not 
heard from it. The Regents should 
shake up the assaying department of 
the University.—Elko Independent. 


There is no public assaying depart- 


ment connected with the State Univer- 
sity at present and never has been. 


Assaying is taught at the University, 


and the students in the mining course 
under the professors do a great deal of 
assaying in their work, but it is for 
their education and not for the benefit 
of the public. 


There is, however, connected with the 


University a department for the free 
analysis of soils, mineral ores and 
water, to which any citizen has the 
right to send samples of such for free 
analysis, and expect returns within a 
reasonable time. But analyzing soils, 
mineral ores and water is entirely dif- 
ferent from assaying; the returns in 
the former case giving qualitatively 
and quantitatively every element com- 
posing the substance sent. To work 
out an analysis requires all the way 
from one week to three months time. 


The object of the analytical depart- 


ment is to determine whether there are 
other minerals of value in the state 
than gold or silver. 


Should the University assay for 


gold and silver without charge, it would 
interfere with the legitimate business 
of the assayers of the state. But none 
of these gentlemen are prepared to 
analyze mineral ores to any consider- 
able extent. And the price of an analy- 
sis has always been ao great, from $25 
to $250, as to prevent the prospector 
who may have discovered a mineral 
which might be really very valuable, 
from ever determining what it is, and 
thus receiving the benefit of the dis- 
covery.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


, Knees begin at 1 o'clock Hiiarp i>. M. 
Diul cloclc indicates tlie time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutCH between races. 
Signuls—iicll call denotes to saddle. But'lo 
calls the horhcs to post. 


The bujflo rail will bo precisely live minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Ownerh, trainers, jockeys or others huvingr 
care ot tlie animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at po*t signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes miiht bo made to 
tho becretar> on or beloro thr* 1st day of 
September, 
1803. 


Entries for the running; purbes imibt be 
made two days preceding; the race, before 6 
oV-iock i1, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to tlie Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before tho race at 6 P. M. 


Horses entered in purhCBcan only be drawn 
by consent of tlie judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex at tho horie, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be gfveu. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting-, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race IK sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or tlie race 
may be declared oil* b> the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for nil runnine; races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict witii this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry tivc pound* over scale w eight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the condition* otherwise stipulate, and must 
l>e paid prior to weighing tlie jockey out. 


AVhero there itt more than one entry by one 
portion, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to ntart must be named by 6 
v. M. of the day preceding tlie race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September lut with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of HO, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar° the best 
three in fUe, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th> 
purse, which shall be divided prorafa. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat In two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for tho 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
«6% to the first and 83^3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of tho Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing.
